WEATHER IN FIGHT 


Many Fields Almost 
Stripped By Pests, 
Observers Say 


HOPE YET HELD 
FOR FAIR YIELD 


Older Bolls Likely To 
Mature In Spite - 
Of Worms 


The cotton 
worm 
is literally 
“eating up" nurqeroua cotton field* 
in the immediate vicinity of the 
Twin Cities, but, paradoxical as 
it may seem, 
there 
is 
serious 
doubt whether the invasion ©f the 
pest at this time will be in the 
nature of thhe serious blow at eot- 
ton prospects it would indicate on 
the surface. 
The worm is eating away 
the 
foliage of 
the 
planta, 
literally 
stripping some ofTTie fields, obser­ 
vers declare. 
Yet many of the 
bolls have passed the stage where 
they will be hurt by the worm. 
These boll*, if weather conditions 
are favorable, will mature 
very 
rapidly, giving a fairly good yield. 
The greatest damage from the 
worms here is expected to result 
from the attacks of the pest on the 
smaller bolls, many of which will 
never mature because of the in­ 
vasion of the pests. 
If the weather continues 
fair 
and warm and there is no early 
frost, many 
observers 
believed 
that the yield of cotton in this im­ 
mediate territory will not fall far 
beneath the standard, despite the 
fact that worms never were more 
numerous. 
In the meantime the more cau­ 
tious iarmer* were using poison 
freely and the invasion 
of the 
worms has been depulsed in some 
areas. 
In others, particularly in 
the fields in which poison has not 
been used, it is declared that the 
worms has been repulsed in some 
plants, but all over the grouAd, and 
in some cases actually nave enter­ 
ed the homes which are adjac^ht tw 
cotton fields.
